S.R.O. 2168. —In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 23 of the Sea 
Customs Act, 1878 (8 of 1878), as in force in India and as applied to the State 
of Pondicherry, and in supersession of the notification of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Finance (Revenue Division) No. 21-Customs, dated the 
24th February, 1951, the Central Government hereby exempts refractory bricks, 
blocks and slabs other than those made of fireclay, china clay or kaolin, falling 
under item No. 59 of the First Schedule to the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (32 of 
1934), when imported into India or the State of Pondicherry, from so much of 
the customs duty leviable thereon under the last mentioned Act as is in excess 
of 10 per cent, ad valorem.
